More Building Complaints 
Brought Before Council

Coming in the light of recent 
complaints by Torrance resi­ 
dents concerning faulty building 

practices in cer- 
lain areas, one 
amend mcnt to 
the building code 
ordinance has al­ 
ready been made 
by the Planning 
Commission and 
accepted by the 
City Council.

The amend- 
ment, which was 
recommended by 

the Building Department, re­ 
quires that all concrete floors 
be reinforced by 6x6 No. 10 wire 
mesh from now on. This pro­ 
vision will prevent concrete 
slabs from splitting the way 
that they have frequently been 
observed to do, especially when 
sot on adobe.

In the meantime City Attor­ 
ney James Hall has taken steps 
to investigate the complaints 
registered by North Torrance 
residents two weeks ago con­ 
cerning poor building practices. 
More Homeowners Complain

II appears lhat the grievances 
brought before the City Coun

cil were instrumental in having 
other homeowners in a similar 
predicament seek the city's as­ 
sistance in getting satisfaction 
from a recalcitrant developer.

Five spokesmen for a group 
of 63 residents submitted a let­ 
ter to the City Council explain­ 
ing how the group had sent 59 
individual signed lists of griev­ 
ances to the developer within 
the last, four months and how 
the developer employed contra­ 
dictory statements and stalling 
tactics in trying to avoid his re­ 
sponsibility.
